The money In the Turk¬ 
ish Empire is transmitted through the 
Swedish leKatloi^ to which former

<’aptaltt Jones Is at pres* nt on a 
mhudon * that Is promoting a move¬ 
ment the Importance of which cannot 
tie t**o greatly emphasized. The Mili¬ 
tary Hospital* Commission has under¬ 
taken the task of producing a series of 
moving picture fIJjna i»ortraying- the 
life of the returning soldier from the 
time that he leaves the trans|K>rt st 
Queiie*- until he I* again established In 
civil life. The pictures will deal with 
the treatment received.at the di**cJiarge 
depot, the manner by which the men 
are allotted to hospitals and homes for 
treatment, and al**** their training as 
received in the vocational schools that 
are now being formed to make them 
proficient In some particular trade 
I’aptain Jones is making a tour of 
the hospitals and home* throughout 
(pc Dominion collecting data for this 
film project while the oamera-man 
has already commenced th« n* lual 
work of taking the picture* on the 
eastern coast. When completed and 
released the production will lie shown 
not only throughout <’anada hut also 
In the British Isle* and France. It is 
there that they are to serve their most 
important function, which is to show 
to the soldier what steps are being 
taken in his home land to make pos¬ 
sible his transference Into clvUlun life. 
The authorities are dally coming to re- 
cognise thqt the soldier In France 
must he given cause to consider his 
future after the struggle has been con¬ 
cluded. If the project is successful— 
and there is every reason to believe 
that It will be—Captain Jones Is of 
the opinion that a great problem will 
have l»een solved. Tin*- returned sol¬ 
dier will have clearly before him the 
prospects that await him on arrival, 
and he will be prepared td enter upon 
some established course of training 
that has been provided.
